Be it enacted, etc., That all persons born in the 
United States, and not subject to any foreign power, 
preluding Indians not taxed, are hereby declared to 
be citizens of the United States ; Mid such citizens 
of every race and color, without regard to any pre¬ 
vious condition of slavery or involuntary service, 
except as a punishment for crime whereof the party 
ehall have been duly convicted, shall have the same 
right in every State and Territory to make and en¬ 
force contracts, to sue, to be sued, be parties and 
give evidence, to inhem, purchase, lease, sell, hold 
and convey real and personal property ; and to full 
and equal benefit of all laws and proceedings for 
the security of person and property as is enjoyed 
bv white citizens ; and shall be subject to like pun¬ 
ishment, pains, and penalties, and to none other, 
anv law, statute, ordinance, regulation, or custom 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sec. 2. And that any person who, under color of 
any law, statute, ordinance, regulation or custom, 
shall subject or cause to be subjected, any inhabi¬ 
tant of any State or Territory to the deprivation of 
any right secured or protected by this act, or to 
punishmnet, pains, and penalties on account of 
such person having at any time been held in a con¬ 
dition of slavery or involuntary servitude, except 
fr«r the punishment of crime whereof the party 
shsll have been duly convicted, or bv reason of his 
color or race, than is prescribed for the punishment 
of white persons, shall bo deemed guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanor, and on conviction shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding $1,000 or imprisonment not j 
exceeding one year, or both, in the discretion of 
the court. 

Sec. 3. That the District Courts of the United 
8tatos, within their respective Districts, shall have, 
exclusively of the Courts of the several States, cog¬ 
nizance of all crimes and offem-BBite' 


the provisions of this act, and, also, concurrently 
with the Circuit Courts of the United States, of ] 
all causes, civil and criminal, affecting persons who 
arc denied, or cannot enforce in the Courts of ju¬ 
dicial tribunal of the State or locality where they 
may be, any of the rights secured to them by the 
first section of this act; aud if any suit or prosecu¬ 
tion, civil or criminal, has been or shall be com¬ 
menced in any State Court against any such person, 
for any cause whatsoever, civil or military, or any 

or wrong done or committed by virtue o^under 
color of authority derived from this act, or the act 
eouiblialiing a Bureau for the relief of Freedmen 
and Refugees, and all acts amendatory thereof, or 
for refusing to do any act upon the ground that it 
would be inconsistent with this act, such defendant 
shall have the right to remove such cause for trial 
to the proper District or Circuit Court in the man¬ 
ner prescribed by the act relating to Habeas Corpus, 
and regulating judicial proceedings in certain cases, 
approved March 8, 1888, and all acts amendatory 
thereto. The jurisdiction in civil and criminal 
matters hereby conferred ou the District and Cir¬ 
cuit Courts of the United States, shall be exercised 
and enforced in conformity with the laws of the 
United States, so far os such laws are suitable to 
carry the same into effect; but in all cases whfere 
such laws are not adapted to the object, or are defi¬ 
cient in the provisions necessary to furnish suitable 
remedies and punish offenses against the law, the 
common law, as modified and changed by the Con¬ 
stitution aud statutes of the State wherein the 
Court having jurisdiction of the cause, civil or 
criminal, is held, so far as the same is not incon¬ 
sistent with the Constitution and laws of the United 
States, shall be extended, and govern said Courts 
in the trial and disposition of such cause ; and, if 
of a criminal nature, in the infliction of punish¬ 
ment on the party found guilty.

w two about the Semmes case seems not to be rmder- 
stcod. When the Navy Department first heard of his 
fnrnpe, at the time he surrendered his vessel to Wins¬ 
low, it submitted its lawfulness to a board of officers 
„ m posed of Admirals Shubrick and Davis and Capt 
Emmons, who unhesitatingly pronounced it a violation 
of the rules and usages of war. Our Government then 
notified the rebel authorities at Richmond, through 
Gen. Bn tier, that Semmes had violated the terms of his 
surrender by escaping as he did ; that he was rightfully 
our prisoner of war, and that we would so consider 
him. no matter what action was taken by the Confed- 
snrj. In the face of this he was placcd-in command 
of the James River fleet, and finally captured and pa¬ 
roled with the rebel infantry. Army and navy officers 
quite generally agree that had Semmes been tried by a 
military or naval court-martial he would certainly have 
been hang. His unconditional release by order of the 
President on Saturday is understood to have been in 
consequence of the latter’s determination that no 
military commissions shall be convened in doubtful 
case*, and that even such offenders as Jeff. Davis Bhall 
be tried by civil courts, if at all, unless Congress takes 
the responsibility of prescribing some other mode.

Mr. Thomas Downing, a well-known colored citizen 
of New York, died on Wednesday of last week. Mr. 
Downing was born in Accomac county, Va., in 1791, 
and was 75 years of age. He came to this city in 1819, 
where he has steadily pursued the business of an oya- 
tennsn. Mr. Downing left Virginia in 1812, and resided 
for a few years in Philadelphia. He manifested great 
energy in his business, and was highly successful His 
only surviving children are George T. and Peter W. 
Downing. Ho was interested in all movements for the 
elevation of his people. Mr. Downing had no educa¬ 
tion ; but he knew the value of it, and having taught 
himself, saw that his children had the advantages 
which had been denied to him. He sent them abroad 
to school and one of them attended college in France. 
Mr. Downing had a very wide acquaintance in this city, 
and was generally esteemed. His fbacral was on Friday 
afternoon at 81 Phillip’s Episcopal church, of which he 
was a consistent member up to the time of his decease. 
At half-pest twelve o’clock t e coffin containing the re¬ 
mains was transferred from Rev. Mr. Peterson’s rwri- 
d-nce, in Wooster street, to the church edifloe. A targe 
concourse of mourners accompanied the hearse. The 
burial service was recited by Rev. Dr. Peterson, who 
paid a deserved tribute to the general worth and many 
good qualities of the dead. A church full of his people 
reverently listened. Upon the lid of the coffin, which 
was covered with creases and wreaths of immortelles, 
was an inscription, setting forth the name, age and date 
of death of Thomas Downing. After the cloee of the 
impressive burial service, the remains were taken to 
Cypress Hills Cemetery.

It is impossible to be quite sure how a boy or « 
young man will turn out after he has looked out 
upon the world beyond the class-room. This un¬ 
certainty is notorious, even in respect of the moral 
half of character. Lads who have been angels 
with pure white wings up to one-and-twenty, not 
unseldomly develop—by a process, we suppose of 
natural selection—into imps with horrid horns and 
hoofs before they have left home a twelvemonth 
But the influence of the demands of life upon the 
intellectual part of men, is often still more extra¬ 
ordinary and still more unforeseeable. Some 
whom, on account of their school-room virtues, 
their friends insisted on raising aloft on pedestals, 
no sooner get fairly out into that big world than 
they seem to be scared by the size of things, and 
to be utterly lacking in that intrepidityofthe in¬ 
tellect which is so needful for great successes. 
Others, again, whose intellectual energies have 
hitherto passed for second-rate, and of whom no¬ 
body entertained very sanguine hopes, have their 
imagination excited, their faculties braced, all their 
powers stimulated by the novelty and bustle and 
Brobdmgnagian dimensions of the new scene to 
which they are introduced. The nature of this 
impression, and the way it strikes people of differ¬ 
ent, ongmal quahty, are points nearly always over- 
looked in talk about early promise. 

Intellectual intrepidity” as it is one of the most 
vital conditions of that eminent success which peo- 
pie urgently desire for their sons or their friends, 
is just that at which men of promise ordinarily 
stop short of fulfilment. With manful assurance 
they march up to the fight, hut discretion sudden¬ 
ly steps in and freezes their intent. ^Everybody 
understands what this means in a physical conflict, 
but not everybody discerns how the same thing 
may occur to men who think of entering the arena 
where the contest is not waged with the arm c 
flesh. We all admire the courage which enables 
man to lead his men against a battery, or to join a 
forlorn hope, and we admit that such a virtue is 
the first essential of a successful warrior. But we 
do not usually understand how much the same 
quality, only intellectual instead of physical, is

TOJJTHFUL PROMISE. 


From the Saturday 
It is as great a puzzle to know what becomes of 
all the promising young men, as it was to the little 
girl of the story where on earth all the bad people 
were buried. Most parents have, at on© time c 
another, congratulated themselves on possessing _ 
child of remarkable j>romise, and then being awak¬ 
ened to see most ordinary and common-place ful¬ 
filment. Fortunately, they have, as a rule, ac¬ 
quired sense enough in the interval to enable them 
to bear the disappointment with proper resigna¬ 
tion. For the ambition of parents for their chil¬ 
dren, like the ambition on their own behalf, un¬ 
dergoes wonderful changes as their experience of 


the world grows wider. The father who gives a 
tip to his boy for getting to the top of his class, is 


apt to entertain a vague and complacent conviction 
that he is rearing an archbishop, or a chancellor, 
or a great author, just as his own tastes may hap¬ 
pen to be. 

But ten years later he is amazingly pleased to 
learn that his lad evinces a genius for book-keep¬ 
ing by double entiy, and for mounting his high 
stool with punctuality. Just in the same way the 
lad’s ambition gets gradnally modified. What at 
first would have seemed a pitiful aim indeed, slow- 
ty assumes the proportions of a crowning success. 
In life, as in other journeys, distances are wonder¬ 
fully deceptive, and the peaks and pinnacles which 
to the ardor and inexperience of youth seem quite 
close at hand, and easily accessible, generally turn 
out to be ever so remote, and only surmountable, 
if at all, by vigorous and prolonged efforts, for 
which only a few constitutions, specially trained 
and circumstanced, are hardy enough. 

One great secret of the exaggerated notions en¬ 
tertained about promising youths, is the confusion 
of conduct with capacity, of goodness with power. 
By promise, people most commonly mean promise 
of those things in gaining which intellectual abili¬ 
ty tells more than any quantity of well-regulated 
actions and decorous counting-house virtues. 
They mean those great professional prizes and 
lofty political positions, and grand literary reputa¬ 
tions, which are won by vigor, acuteness, breadth, 
or profundity of understanding. The grounds on 
which a lad earns a reputation for promise are, in 
an ordinary way, exclusively moral grounds. He 
is industrious, persevering, docile, well-mannered. 
He always knows his lessons, and is never insolent, 


conspicuous power in the political world, or to at¬ 
tain distinguished success in science or philosophy. 
Yet these are the results too commonly anticipated 
in the expression that so and so, under five-and- 
twenty, is a person of great promise; which, being 
interpreted, means that he is industrious, and of 
good morality, and decently intelligent. That he 
should be all this is, as we have already said, pro¬ 
mising, hut only as far as it goes. It promises 
comfort and good repute, and nothing else ; and 
even then the promise is not worth mnch, as a 
thing to rely on, when we reflect how often the 
first whiff of the world blows away the surface 
habits of youth into space, making all clean and 
garnished for the reception of seven or some other 
number of devils and unclean spirits. 

But exemplary conduct is not the only thing 
from which promise is wrongly inferred. It is 
equally common to find people mistaking ambition 
for capacity. The strength of the passion for fame 
is supposed to be some measure of the intellectual 
strength required for gratifying it, and foolish per¬ 
sons fancy that if a young man only starts in life 
with a sufficient vehement desire to get to the top 
of the tree, he cannot fail. Put in a point-blank 
way, nobody could be taken in by the fallacy ; only 
People do not put things to themselves in this way. 

r e are always more or less ready to take appear¬ 
ance for reality in matters which do not concern 
ourselves personally in any very urgent degree, 
and to allow people to pass themselves off at their 


One of the worst nuisances is the talker who is 
always setting you right. If someone says that 
I0, 0( W men were in some battle, do not tell 
him that it was only 9 ,970. Allow for a little lat¬ 
itude of statement m the freedom of easy talk, and 
be not shocked with a certain degree of harmless 
embellishment, when no false impression is given 
or intended. Talk to please not yourself but your 
neighbor ; give him the refreshment of sittingby - 
cheerful, modest, sensible talker; one who i- 
equally ready to give or to take ; and who leaves 
his facts and his opinions on your memory ; not 
the words in which they were uttered. Be a gen¬ 
tleman in openness of demeanor, in simplicity of 
language, in freedom from singularity, if not by 
birth. Show your good taste and good breeding 
in your speech and style, if not in the fashion of 
your dress or your knowledge of etiquette. 


About three months ago the leading director of 
the Erie Railway Company fancied he observed 
that the stock of that concern had been oversold by 
the reckless Bears of Wall street, and undertook to 
“comer the shorts that is to say, to buy up the 
stock, so that the speculators who had sold it for 
future delivery should not be able to buv when 
they wanted it.

Pretty soon it was 
85, and then 90. Stall the director bought on, and 
by and by it was 95, and presently 97. If he had 
gone on buying it might have been 100, or 110, or 
even 120, by this time. There are limits however 
to tne capacity of even the boldest speculators. Bv 


the time the fcie director had bought rather more 
than all the stock afloat in this country he thought 
' was tune to stop. 

He had achieved one half of his enterprise. He 
had pretty thoroughly cornered the shorts Fool¬ 
ish operators who had sold Erie short at 80. found 
themselves compelled to buy it in at 95, and the 
difference—81,500 on every hundred shares—went 
into the pocket of the speculative director. There 


whosits down to write the his-1 were many who, having sold short at 80, refusedto 
buy in at 95, and remained “ short ” borrowing the 


t quarrelsome. And this sort of good boy may 
erv well be called a boy of promise, and it is 


very well be called a boy of promise, 
probable that his life will be one of more even hap¬ 
piness than that of the boy of fulfilment. But 
then the results which he is likely to achieve, sat¬ 
isfactory as they may be in themselves, are not at 
all those which his too partial friends delight to 
anticipate for him. 

Punctuality and oonfonnity to discipline, and an 
aversion to blots and dog-eared books, and the 
ruder tastes of his compeers, are very excellent 
things, and they oertainly promise a tomb-stone on 
which the characteristics of a tender husband, a 
good father and a jnst citizen will have more than 
their conventional significance. Still, friends, am¬ 
bitious by proxy, aspire to something more than 
unusually truthful tombstone. An immortal poem, 
or a series of unrivalled orations, or a history 
which shall live as long as our language, or a po¬ 
litical wisdom and beneficence which shall win the 
undying gratitude of the poor—this is the kind 0 f 
object which they expect their promising favorite 
to propose to himself and to attain. The most 
saintly abhorrence of biota, unfortunately, is not 
the only requisite for a great poet, perhaps is no 
requisite at all. The youth who has never in his 
life disobeyed a master, or neglected the smallest 
monition of his college tutor, or onoe missed at¬ 
tendance at chapel, may still not be eloquent or 
profound. Charles James Fox, as he appeared at 
the gaming table, with his coat turned inside out 
for luck, or lying in the hot weather pretty nearly 
Btark naked on the sofa, would scarcely have been 
thought a young man of promise. Yet he was a 
~ n of fulfilment for all that. He" would have

understand, quietly, of course, and without brag¬ 
gadocio or bluster, that he has a vehement desire 
—and in the days of youth desire is synonymous 
with intention—to rise to eminence in Borne given 
line, one is disposed to give him ordinary credit 
for possessing the ability which the attainment of 
his desire would imply. Hence he is given out to 
be a man of extraordinary promise—promise in 
this case only meaning what his conceit and rash 
confidence promise to themselves, and not what 
his abilities justify. 

After all, the misunderstanding of what consti¬ 
tutes promise is only a branch of the wider igno¬ 
rance of the conditions of success generally. Dr. 
Johnson we think it was who said that youth al¬ 
ways miscalculates two things—the value of money 
and the difficulty of reaching eminence. Young 
men disregard and waste the one, and they think 
they can have the other by merely wishing and 
asking. But is youth the only age at which one 
calculates the pains of winning distinction far be¬ 
low their true noagnitndo ? Hooo not o-voryboAy, 

except those who have already tried to advance 
some way up the steep path, think the ascent a 
great deal easier than it is? True, there are 
crowds of imposters in the Temple of Fame, who 
have got up where they are by bubbles or balloons. 
But they are only there for a time. Perhaps it 
may comfort men who discover that what they or 
their friends mistook for promise is nothing of the 
sort, to reflect that even those who most deserve 
eminence only enjoy it for a while ; and, beside, 
that the atmosphere of these lofty peaks would 
most likely prove not at all congenial to those 
others whom nature and circumstances have united 
to fit for the plain.

guarantee for the possession of eloquence or politi¬ 
cal ability or anything else. A total disrespect for 
the good opinion of persons around one may, on 
certain subjects, be a very wholesome and promis¬ 
ing characteristic, and the person whom it marks 
may do excellent service both to himself and others 
in virtue of it, but where an ignoble kind of self- 
indulgence prompts tMs disrespect, it can only, in 
spite of the example of Fox and plenty of others, 
be a Mndrance to Mm at every point. Hence the 
infatuated folly of parents, or of the young men 
themselves, who mistake all sorts of sheer bad 
habits for spirit and originality; the truth being 
that neither bad habits nor good habits are the 
cause or the measure of that native vigor of mind 
which lies at the root of the most conspicuous and 

glittering successes of life. 

This vigor can only be tested, if at all, in the 
most hopelessly imperfect way during the time of 
youth; and so people form their judgments of a 
man’s future from one or two moral qualities, 
wMch in truth have much less to do with the kind 
of future they are thinking about than the intellec¬ 
tual qualities wMch they have scarcely any trust¬ 
worthy means of measuring. We nearly always 
find in the biographies of distinguished men, that 
a »■or college they gave no remarkable sign 
of their future power ; and even were this not the 
case, the predictions of greatness may commonly 
be traced to a time after the greatness had been 
achieved. The child may, in a sense, be father to 
the man ; and nobody of any judgment wifi deny 
that we are bom with peculiar temperaments and 
our own individual predispositions.

The Oldest Man in the World.— Joseph Orele, 
probably the oldest man in the world, died, after a 
brief illness, at the residence of his grand-daugh¬ 
ter, Mrs. Brisbois, in Caledonia, Wisconsin, on the 
27th of January last, at the age of one hundred 
and forty-one years. Twice three score and ten 
years may be called a ripe old age. He attained 
an age greater by twenty years than that enjoyed 
by the next oldest man of modem times, Jean 
Claude Jacob, a member of the French National 
Assembly, who was called the “ Dean of the human 
species,” and who died at the age of one hundred 
and twenty-one. TMs man bore arms at Brad-1 
dock’s defeat, was an old man when Jackson de- I 
feated Pakenham at New Orleans, venerable when 
Taylor wMpped Santa Anna at Buena Vista, and 
yet was not too old to rejoice when Lee surren¬ 
dered to Grant 

Joseph Crele was bom of French parents in 
what is now Detroit, bnt which was then only an 
Indian trading station, in 1725. The record of his 
baptism in the Catholic ohuroh of that city estab¬ 
lishes this fact beyond a doubt. He was a resident 
of Wisconsin for abont a century, and was the old¬ 
est citizen in that State beyond any dispute. 
Whenever the oldest citizen was alluded to, every 
Wisconsonian declared Joseph Orele was the man 
meant. He was first married in New Orleans in 
1755, having grown to be a bachelor of thirty. A 
few years after his marriage he settled at Prairie 
dn Chien, while Wisconsin was yet a province of 
France. Before the Revolutionary war, he was 
employed to carry letters between Prairie du CMen 
and Green Bay. A few years ago he was called as 
a witness in the Circuit Court of Wisconsin, in a 
case involving the title to certain real estate in 
Prairie du CMen, to give testimony in relation to 
events that transpired eighty years before, and 
many years before the litigants were dreamt of. 

For some years past he had r sided at Caledonia 
with a daughter by his third wife. TMs child was 
“ little over seventy years of age a couple of years 
go, but we do not know whether she survives her 
father or not. He was sixty-nine when she was 
born. Up to 1864 Mr. Orele was as hale and hearty 
as most men of seventy. He could walk several 
miles without fatigue, and was frequently in the 
habit of chopping wood for the family use. He 
went to all elections, and from the time he first 
voted for Washington, he had always voted the 
tiie straight-cut Union ticket. He had no bad 
habits, except that he was an inveterate smoker; 
but this is not considered among the small vices in 
the land of Grant and Sherman. In person he 
was rather above the medium height, spare ii 
flesh, but showing evidences of having been in hi 
P ldm ® 77 a century or so before—a man of sinewy 
strength. Of late years a haunting sense of lone-

How much he sold and at what price is only known 
to Mmself and his brokers. Within a fortnight 
the price fell ten per cent, and real stock was still 
being delivered from the speculative director’s 
board. It is not unreasonable to suppose that at

It is now supposed that they have altered their 
position, and gone short of the stock. In this new 
adventure they may or may not retrieve the losses 
they have met with in their previous attempts to 
comer the street. But Erie will have to fall very 
low indeed to yield them the 8750,000 thrown away 
in the two abortive enterprises of January and 
March, 1866. 

The lesson should not be lost upon Wall street 
speculators. If the leading director of the Erie, 
with unlimited capital, unrivalled skill, and vast 
power, could not succeed in making money by cor¬ 
nering that stock, it is safe to conclude that no 
stock can hereafter be profitably “cornered,” unless 
the party wMch corners it be content to take the 
stock and keep it for an indefinite period of time 
thereafter. Such operations, in a word, inflict se- I 
vere loss npon the Bears, but yield no profit to the 
Bulls. The feeling of Wall street is such at the 
present time that the mere mention of the words 
“clique ” or “comer,” in connection with a stock, 
is sufficient to prevent operators dealing in it. No 
one will buy or sell a cornered stock. And though 
people who sell that which they have not got are 
naturally victimized by such cliques as undertake 
to buy up stocks reported to be oversold, it does 
not follow by any means that the cliques them¬ 
selves will find a market to dispose of the stock 
they buy. The public argue that a cornered stock 
must be let alone, and when the Bulls, after run¬ 
ning the Bears, try to convert their property into 
cash, they cannot, as a rule, do it any cheaper than 
has been done by the Erie director. Prairie du 
Chien stock, some account of wMch was recently 
given in these columns, could not be sold to-day in 
any quantity at 50, though the last reported sale 
was 96, and the clique—wMch owns all the stock 
in existence—bids 92 as a matter of form at each 
board.

The Skill of Chinese Laborers.— The scaffold¬ 
ing for the purpose of covering the court is pro¬ 
ceeding rapidly, the cMef supports being now com¬ 
pleted, and the upper part in process of being cov¬ 
ered with light bamboos placed about two feet 
apart. These act as supports for the matting, wMch 
m all double, having lining formen of the millet 
stalk. Some of these sheets of matting are fitted 
on bamboo frames, which are not intended to be 
moved ; while others are so arranged that by hal- 
I hards they can be pulled open or shut like window 
blinds, thus enabling the court to be covered or un¬ 
covered according to temperature, rain, or other 
circumstances. The skill and ingenuity wMch the 1 
men display is remarkable. They move about on 
top of this vwork, some forty feet from the 
„ nd, with the agility of monkeys, and run up 
and down the straight poles like squirrels, naip fr 
only their hands and the soles of their feet. A leg 
of mutton on the top of a greasy pole would stand 
a poor chance of remaining long an object of com¬ 
petition amongst Pekin scaffold constructors. The 
framework is secured only by ropes and twine, and 
great economy is exercised in picking up and re¬ 
moving the portions that are in excess, several lit¬ 
tle boys going round in the evening before the men 
leave, and picking up all the scraps that have been 
cut off and thrown down. The Chinese workmen 
display great expertness in throwing materials from 
one to the other to a considerable height. I noticed 
this to-day amongst the scaffold men, and it re¬ 
called to my memory having seen one of the ma 
sons’ laborers taking a spade full of mortar, and 
throw it, spade and all, to a man on the roof of a 
house, who caught it without dislodging a narttoto 
of the mortar. The paper-hangersf also, are very 
expert m throwing up sheets oT paper, with one 
side covered with paste, ready for being put on the 
wall. Their paper for room purposes is very o- 0 od 
the “satin pattern” being that most commonly 
used. Paper of this kind is not kept in. rolls as 
with us, but in squares of about 12 inches by 10 
inches. One man stands by the table and applies 
the paste, and then adroitly throws the sheet up to 
another one, who fixes it on the ^eA.—Pekin and\ 
the Pekingese.
